a. This encampment appears to be fully occupied by Soviet troops all
. of whom wear black/red shoulderboards with either tank or artillery
insignia in approximately equal proportionse. No acourate estimate
of the number of occupants was possible,
b, Heavy equipment observed entering or leaving this encampment during
this period includeds 12 M-13 rocket launchers, 3 T,3L/85's, 2
JSU 152'e, and 3 scout cars,
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iii) There appears to be a large number of Russian families
accommodated within this encampment, these families being
observed to proceed by truck two or three times weekly into
the nearby town of Templin,

iv) Alongside the new siding recently laid down from: Vogelsang
railway station to the encempment, three large concrete fuel
tanks are under construction, Further details of the con-
struction of the tanks are unknown, although they are posi-
tively adjoining the rail track so that they can be filled
direct from tank cars.

Kannenburg Camp

a. At the close of the period of report this éncampment was still only
partially occupied by Soviet troops, the maximum number estimated not
to exceed 2,000, All were wearing black/red shoulderboards with both
artillery and tank insignia,

b. During the period of report the training area adjoining this encamp~
ment has been in use almost daily, On most occasions only blank
ammunition was used, On the last three occgsions a mixed force
consisting of 6 T.3l/85's was observed attacking dug-in anti-tank
guns, each tank being observed to transport at least six to eight
riflemen on its hull, Owing to the distance no accurate details
of the exercise were obtainsble,
